24 /7 SOBRIETY FEES EFFECTIVE MAY 10, 2018

Effective May 10, 2018, the following fees apply to all individuals placed

on the 24 /7 Sobriety program:

1.

Twice-a-day testing fees.

A participant submitting to twice-a-day testing shall pay a fee of one
dollar for each test (ARSD 2:06:03:01).

In addition, a participant submitting to twice-a-day testing shall pay a
participation fee of one dollar for each day the person is on the program,
up to a maximum of $30 (ARSD 2:06:03:06).

. Electronic alcohol monitoring device fees.

A participant submitting to the wearing of the electronic alcohol
monitoring device (SCRAM) shall pay a fee of six dollars ($6) for each day
the participant is wearing the device ($5 testing and $1 per day
participation fee, ARSD 2:06:03:04 and 2:06:03:006).

In addition, the participant shall pay an installation fee and deactivation
fee, each in the amount of $40 (ARSD 2:06:03:04).

. Mobile breath alcohol testing device fees

A participant submitting to use of a mobile breath alcohol testing device
shall pay a fee of five dollars ($5) for each day the participant is using the
device ($4 testing and $1 per day participation fee, ARSD 2:06:03:05.01
and 2:06:03:06).

In addition, the participant shall pay an installation fee and deactivation
fee, each in the amount of $40 (ARSD 2:06:03:05.01).

. Urinalysis fees.

A participant submitting to urinalysis testing shall pay a fee of ten
dollars ($10) for each test. If further analysis of the sample is required or
requested, the participant is responsible for payment of the actual costs
incurred by the participating agency for the analysis of the sample (ARSD
2:06:03:02 and SDCL 1-11-27).

. Drug patch fees.

A participant submitting to wear a drug patch shall pay a fee of $50 for
each drug patch attached (ARSD 2:06:03:03).



6. Ignition interlock.

A participant submitting to ignition interlock testing shall pay a one-time
enrollment fee of $40; a $20 inspection fee for each 60-day inspection,;
and a $1 per day participation fee. In addition, the participant will be
responsible for device installation and operation charges from the private
ignition interlock vendor (ARSD 2:06:03:05, 2:06:03:06(1) and SDCL 1-
11-30).
